EDITOR'S DAYBOOK— The 
current issue of Editor and 
Publisher, a journal for news- 
papermen, picks up an article 
from the editor of the Brod- 
head (Wis) Independent Reg- 
ister which is timely here. 
Writes the editor: 


"I don't know how newspapers 


got into the world, and I don't 
think God does, for they aren't 
mentioned in the Bible. Maybe the 
editor was one of the fallen angels, 
for he seems to fall for about 
everything people tell him. 


"If the editor makes a mistake, 


folks say he ought to be hung; 
if a lawyer makes a mistake, he 
appeals the case;- when a doctor 
makes a mistake, they say noth- 
ing, because they don't know 
Latin and they couldn't read his 
writing: if they did.

"A doctor can use a word a mile 
long and it won't make any differ- 
ence if he knows what it means, 
lor folks will think he's educated, 
while an editor has to be able to 
spell any word he uses. If the doc- 
tor goes to see another man's wife, 
he charges for the visit, while if 
the editor goes, he gets shot. 


"People that call the doctor 
and get well think he's a great 
man. If they don't get well, 
they're dead and can't say any- 
thing. Two-thirds of the folks in 
town are sore at the editor either 
because the paper said some- 
thing about them they didn't like 
or said something nice about 
somebody else." 
The E d i t o r and Publisher's 


writer, H. U. Brown, adds this 
comment: 


"The 
editor might- have con- 


tinued Jiis editorial by saying: Peo- 
ple are funny. They like to be 
quoted as authorities over the tea 
cups or around the cracker barrels, 
but if it gets into print they deny 
having said it. If someone makes 
an accurate prediction he is proud 
to be pronounced a soothsayer, but 
if reminded of his inaccurate pre- 
diction he will scream that the edi- 
tor is trying to ruin his reputation. 
"People will come into the edi- 
tor's office and tell him he ought 
to do this and say that and say this 
and that. When asked if they will 
stand for quotation on the subject, 
they usually back down.

"We have freedom of expression 


in this country and most people 
exercise it to a certain small ex- 
tent as long as their thoughts are 
not being recorded for posterity. 
But most of them, when they face 
the possibility 
of being pinned 


down by the printed word, are in- 
secure in their own opinions."

"The council can and must work 


to create a situation in which 
there is so much in common be- 
tween the churches that there is 
no adequate reason for them to 
remain separate," said Dr. W, A. 
Visser't Hooft. of the Netherlands.

•'There is not a single church 


in the membership which desires 
this." he said, "there is not one 
which would tolerate this." 


He said that while the council 


seeks to manifest and develop un- 
ity among churches, it does not 
have a specific formula of unity, 
since its member churches have 
varied ideas on the subject. 


The council's task, he said, is 


"to create the conditions in which 
the churches come to know each 
other, enter in searching conver- 
sation with each other so that the 
walls of partition become transpar- 
ent and finally disappear altogeth- 
er " 


The council's 17-day assembly 


which opened 
Sunday, 
faced a 


broad array of questions and prob- 
lems, relating both to theological 
matters and the churches' stand 
on explosive social questions.

Pre-Dawn Electrical,

Lightning caused two fires

Today's fires all occurred during 


the height of the storm, around 5 
a.m. More than 3,000 bales of hay 
and 2,000 bushels of oats were still 
burning at noon after lightning 
struck a large barn at the Bessie 
Miller farm in Nelson. The loss 
was estimated at $25,000.

men were called to the scene, the 
barn was reported a total loss. The 
Miller barn had been erected in 
10-14, after a tornado had destroyed 
the old barn. Ther^ was no live- 
stock in the barn.

In Dixon, lightning struck the 


television aerial atop the home of 
Earl J. Hanley, 514 Grant Ave. 
The lightning tore a hole in the 
roof of the two-story wood struc- 
ture, and started a fire which 
caused great damage to an attic 
and upslrairs rooms. Dixon city 
firemen kept the fire from spread- 
ing to the downstairs rooms.

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Many Can Benefit Under 
Hidden Tax Provisions 


Widows? Ministers and 
Inventors Among Favored 


This la the llth in s series 


of articles explaining how the 
new tax revision act affects Indi- 
viduals.

WASHINGTON (& — Widows or 


widowers, policemen, 
ministers, 


writers, artists, inventors, business 


taxpayers living in cooperative 
apartments. 


Business Partners — Partners 


who meet a complex list of quali- 
fications may choose to pay taxes 
as a corporation, rather than in- 
dividual income taxes on their 
partnership proceeds. This may be 
a big advantage to partners in top 
income brackets. But most profes- 
sional groups, such as doctors, 
lawyers, accountants and engi- 
neers, are ruled out. 


Prepaid Income—Under the old 


law, if you received a lump-sum 
payment for use of property or 
your services over a number of 
future years, the income was fully 
taxed in the year it was received. 
This would apply to rentals, leases, 
television service contracts, club 
dues, and so forth. Under the new 
law, this income may be spread 
for tax purposes over the years 
in which the income is actually 
earned and in which your costs are 
incurred. In most cases this peri 
od cannot exceed five years after 
receipt of the income. 


Taxpayers who sell their home, 


support a parent in another town, 
live in cooperative housing proj- 
ects, or get income in advance for 
a future period . . . 


All these groups may find tax 


benefits for them almost hidden in 
the hundreds of thousands of words 
of the new tax rexision act. 


Most of the changes are 
effec- 


tive last Jan. 1, and will show up 
in tax returns due next April 15. 
Here is a rundown on possible tax 
cuts for these special groups: 


Widows and Widowers—For two 


years after the death of a wife or 
husband, you may still split your 
income for tax purposes as most 
married couples do. This often puts 
you in a lower lax bracket. But to j 
claim this provision, you must be! 
supporting a dependence son or 
daughter. 


Single Heads of Households — 


You may now qualify for this tax 
status if you are single and sup- 
port a parent who lives away from 
your own home. 


Under the old law. the parent 


had to live in your home. 
The 


"single head of household" status 
gives you one-half the benefits of 
income splitting-, explained above. 


Policemen—Now can deduct sub- 


sistence allowances up to So a day, 
which were counted as taxable in- 
come under the old law. 
This 


could mean a tax cut of about 
$364 a year for many federal, state 
and local officers. 


Ministers—Cash payments to a 


minister for rental of a home were 
counted as income under the old 
law. Although the rental value of 
a parsonage provided for the min- 
ister was exempt. Under the new 
law, the cash allowance also is 
exempt to the extent it is actually- 
used for housing. 


Inventors. Writers, Artists—Un- 


der the old law, income from a 
project which took less than three 
years to complete was taxed in the 
year in which it was received. In- 
come from projects which took 
three years or more, even though 
received in one year, could be 
spread for tax purposes over three 
back years. Under the new law. in- 
come may be spread over a peri- 
od of yeai-s if the project takes 
only two years or more to com- 
plete. This means income from 
more such work may be spread, 
and thus taxed at a lower rate. 
Writers and artists may spread in- 
come over the actual period of 
work up to 36 months. The time 
spread for inventors has been in- 
creased from 36 to 60 months. You 
qualify for this advantage only if 
SO per cent or more of the in- 
come from the project is received 
in one year. Otherwise, you pay 
taxes on the income as it is re-j 
ceived year by year.

President 
Signs New 
Tax Bill 


WASHINGTON (J) — President 


Eisenhower today signed into law 
the biggest tax revision program 
in history — what he called a 
"monumental" overhaul that will 
"benefit all Americans."' 


The new law. Eisenhower said in 


a statement, will "help millions of 
Americans by giving them a fair 
er lax treatment." At the same 
time, he added, it "will help our 
economy expand and thus add ma- 
terially to the strength of our na- 
tion." 


The new law brings about tax 


reductions of $1,363,000.000 in the 
first year, and more later on, for 
millions of individuals and nearly 
all corporations. • 


In all, the initial year's tax cuts 


will total about 51,363,000,000. This 
will be increased later as the new 
program takes full effect. 


Eisenhower has called tax revi- 


sion the cornerstone of his entire 
domestic program. The measure 
makes no major changes in reve- 
nue rates but rewrites almost 
every tax law on the books.

State Fair next Thursday promises to be a far cry from the 
Surely call paid to the fair 75 years ago by Rutherford 


Eisenhower plans to spend about 3 1- hours in Spring- 


field. arriving and departing by plane with intervening 
events geared to a split second schedule. 


The tentative speaking program at the fairgrounds 


Dirksen. an orator 
of renown, to introduce Gov. Stratton. who will present the 
President with even less oratorical flourish. 


Besides the top stars, only the three Republican can- 


didates for statewide office are down for introductions and 
thev probably won't get to say as much as a word. Eisen- 
j,0^.er-s tai]r";5 pxpprtH tn run 15 minutes. It will end trie 
speechmaking. 


Not so in 1879 with Hayes, the only previous president

more were standing within sight or sound of the speakers."

When you select back-to-school 


shoes for your child, help him to 
avoid having weak and painful feet, 
advises Pauline Brimhall. Univer- 
sity of Illinois health specialist. 


Buy the shoes at a reliable store 


where a. salesman can give 
as 


much time as may be necessary to 
do a good job of fitting. Checking 
the fit of shoes is simple, and no 
special instruments are necessary 


First, put both shoes on the 


child, lace them firmly and have 
him stand with his full weight 
borne equally on both feet. Then 
make sure the eyelets are parallel. 


Second, measure the distance be- 


tween the toes and the tip of the 
shoe. It should be Vs to ?i of an 
inch, or about the width of an 
adult's thumb. 


Have the child raise his heel and 


bend forward so that the weight of 
his'body will be on his toes. Make 
sure the shoe does not gape at the 
sides or the back. Then have him 
walk around for several minutes. 
The shoes should fit snugly at the 
heel and over the instep and allow 
ample room for the toes.

NEW YORK (B — Businessmen 


are counting up todav some solid 
gains—along with some dashed 
hopes—dealt thas year by a Con- 
gress widely considered to be 
"more business-minded ' than us 
predecessors. 


Legislation of prime interest to 


business lies in these fields: Taxa- 
tion, government economy, defense 
spending, public 
power 
atomic 


energy, foreign trade, housing, and 
the St. Lawrence seaway. 


High on the plus side from the 


point of view of business is the tax 
jeform law, aimed at encouraging 
industrial expansion and pioduc- 
tion, and thus making 3006 and 
swelling payrolls. 


Ignores Flea 


But Congress ignored industry's 


plea that the 52 :«r cen* corpoiate 
income tax rate be allowed to diop 
to 47 per cent on schedule, and in- 
stead extended the higher rate 
until next April This will take 
more tax money from business in 
the next few months than compa- 
nies can save through other piovi- 
sions in the tax reform measure. 
These cover depreciation allow- 
ances, research spending, and the 
carry-back of losses for tax pur- 
poses. 


Nor did exemption of dividends 


from individual income taxes go 
as far as business had first hoped 
But industry feels that the token 
exemptions should lead to wider 
purchasing of corpoiate stocks bj 
the citizenry 


Slices Taxes 


Congress sliced some excise tax- 


es and helped move goods involved 
—classed as luxuries or semi-lux- 
uries—off store shelves, and help- 
ed consumers save on various serv- 
ice, recreation and entertainment 
charges Manufacturers are hoping 
for still further cuts in the next 
session. 


Economy moves in Congress are 


generally applauded But some aie 
disappointed that economy meas- 
ures still leave the federal budget 
unbalanced and the federal debt 
due to nse—with all its implica- 
tions of inflation.

formed of contiguous and compact 
territory, and shall contain, as near- 
ly as practicable, a population equal 
to the lepresentative ratio outside 
of Cook Countv, such districts shall 
be bounded by countv lines unless 
the population of any countv en- 
titles it to more than one represen- 
tative district.

districts or in 1963, or any ten 
years thereafter as to representa- 
tive districts, fails by the first day 
of July to ledistriot the state into 
such districts, then the redistrict- 
ine: shall be accomplished by a 
commission.
